the Valkyrie's Chances.

LONDON, July 8.—There is the greatest 


interest taken in sporting circles here in 
regard to the new cup defender just 
launched at Bristol, R. I, Never was 
there more universal curiosity excited 
than that which comes of the reported 
speed and sailing qualities of the Ameri- 
can boat. It is hardly exaggeration to 
.say that England's heart is in the Val- 
kyrie, and England's hopes will cross the 
Atlantic with Lord Dunraven. 


In an interview today Lord Dunraven 


said that the Valkyrie would start for New 
York a week from next Thursday, July IS. 
Her present main mast will be taken 
out and a shorter one substituted during 
the voyage. 


Lord Dunraven shows that he has good 


respect for the Defender and her reported 
speed qualities. "I am not in the slightest 
degree discouraged by the trial of the 
Defender and the speed she is reported to 
have," said Lord Dunraven today. "Eng- 
lish boats must always sail at a disadvan- 
tage in the light winds of the American 
course and its peculiar currents. All I 
have to say is, that if the Valkyrie does 
not prove fast enough to win the Ameri- 
cans will have a respite from building 
yachts to defend America's cup. 


LONDON, July S.—Already one great 


English authority on yachting concedes 
the Valkyrie's defeat in America. This 
is Captain Barr, who commanded the old 
Thistle. In an interview today he said: 
"The cup is already lost so far as English- 
men are concerned. I tell you that new 
boat across the Atlantic is a racer of the 
first order. 
Her first trip tells it. 
The 


present Valkyrie could beat the Thistle 
by forty minutes and could defeat the , 
old Valkyrie by fifteen minutes, but she 
can never catch the Defender."

is not an unpleasant thing by; any means 
if the conditions of the camp ^re at all in 
keeping with nature at sucl| points as 
would be naturally be selectedfas camping 
grounds. 
And if there waS anything 


lacking in the camp visited Saturday by a 
TKANSCHIPT representative it certainly 
was not discovered by him during the few 
hours it was his privilege to btfa guest at 
this admirably appointed an'd in every 
way most inviting temporary *hode. 


The camp visited was not pitched for 


purpose of pleasure, but purely; as a mat- 
cer of business, and yet it is ojoubtful if a 
pleasanter or more home-like establish- 
ment of the kind was ever set up among 
the north Beikshire hills. The camp was 
that of J. C. Haskins', who with a force 
of men, is building from this town to 
PittsBeld a new line for the Postal Tele- 
graph Cable company, a work which has 
been spoken of before in these columns. 
It is called "Camp Emerick," being 
named for the general manager of the 
company, and is located in a most beauti- 
ful and secluded spot on the east shore of 
the Cheshire reservoir about half a mile 
north of Farnum's, a flag station on the 
Pittsfield and North Adams railroad. There 
are about fifteen men in the gang, and by 
living in camp they can be kept near their 
work and carel for more conveniently then 
than in any other way. The tent, which is 
twenty by forty feet, occupies a small 
clearing at the foot of a hill and is sur- 
rounded by woods on all sides except the 
west, which faces the reservoir, a body- of 
water from one and one-half to two miles 
long and varying in width from one-half 
to three-quarters of a mile. 
It is a most 


beautiful and secluded spot, the only sign 
of civilization near by being the railroad, 
which runs between the reservoir and the 
camping ground. 


And here are to be found all the com- 


forts and conveniences of camp life. 
In 


the large tent are comfortable bunks for 
the men, chairs, some books and papers, a 
card table and a long dining table about 
which the worknen gather three times a 
day with appetites worthy of the substan- 
tial bill of fare that invariably awaits 
them. Near the east end of the big tent 
is a small one which serves as a kitchen. 
This is stocked with provisions and uten- 
sils, cupboards made roughly but suited to 
the needs of the place, and is to the visi- 
tor an interesting part of thr »°stablish- 


I ment. Not far distant is a shelter for two 
! teams of horses, while two dogs and a 


pair of goats strolling about the grounds 
give the place a very home-like appear- 
ance. Numerous long fishpoles leaning 
against the tent indicate that the men are 
not unfamiliar with the art piscatorial, 
and if these did not tell the .story the 
dishes of toothsome fish which often grace 
their table would. 


The force is made up as follows: Napo- 


leon Paradise, North Adams, cook; Clif- 
ford Bard, North Adams, assistant; line- 
men, Frank McBridge, Rutland, Vt., John 
Striker and Edward Ashton, North Ad- 
ams, William Robinson, Blackinton; line- 
men's helpers, John Cronin, Hoosick 
Falls, N. Y., Charles Richards, North Ad- 
ams; 
polemen, William Lowrey, Will- 


iamstown, John Connell and Thomas 
Kelly, Rutland, Vt., Philip Lagrand, 
North Adams. Daniel Cookman of North 
Adams puts the cross-piece on the poles, 
and Verner, the sixteen-years-old son of 
Mr. Haskins, assists his father in looking 
after the business generally and is very 
valuable help for a boy of his age. Be- 
sides the above there are two teamsters, 
Frank Brooks of North Adams, who 
drives team No. 1, and George Sanford of 
North Adams, who has charge of team 
No. 2. These teams are composed of four 
large and handsome draft horses, No. 1 
weighing 2,960 pounds, while the weight 
of No. 2 is 3,000 pounds. There is a full 
complement of wagons and all necessary 
tools, the outfit, including the tenti, be- 
ing the property of Mr. Haskins, who 
works for the company on a substantial 
salary. The linemen get f35 a month and 
the others $25, besides their board. 


The men have breakfast at 6, dinner at 


noon and supper at 6. After supper the 
pipes are lighted and they are at liberty 
to indulge in fishing or any other harm- 
less pastime that may suit their fancy. 
The frequent passing of trains reminds 
them that they are not beyond contact 
with civilization and the trainmen often 
throw off mail matter as the cars whirl by, 
bringing news from home in the form of 
letters, or from the world at large in the 
form of newspapers, which are always 
welcome. 


The work of building this line began the 


fifth of June at Adams,but the men did not 
go into camp until the 19th. 
The first 


camp was on the John Wells farm in 
Cheshire and was called "Camp Coch- 
rane," being named for E. G. Cochrane of 
New York, superintendent of the second 
district. Camp Emerick was established 
a week ago Thursday, and the next en- 
campment will be at Berkshire. It will 
take two months to complete the line be- 
tween North Adams and PittsBeld, but as 
long as the men are as pleasantly quar- 
tered as they are now the time will not 
drag on their hands. Mr. Haskins keeps 
a telegraph operator on the force and is 
ready to respond to the call of the com" 
pany morning noon and night. 
He also 


finds the telegraph profitable in prosecut- 
ing his work. Cedar poles are used. They 
come from Canada and are delivered at 
the nearest railroad stations, from which 
points they are hauled with teams. 


Mr. Haskins has done a great deal of 


this kind of work. He began line build- 
ing about twelve years ago for the New 
England Telephone company and after- 
wards did much work for the Commercial 
Union Telegraph company, which later 
became the Postal Telegraph-Cable com- 
pany. He has worked all the way from 
North Adams to Mechanicville and Still- 
water, N. Y., on the west and to Lowell 
on the east. He has worked steadily for 
the company since June, 1894, and has 
given excellent satisfaction. 
Superintend- 


ent Cochrane and Mr. Bliss, superintend- 
ent of construction, visited ihe camp last 
week and were greatly pleased with the 


j'gulations and the satisfactory manner 
in which the work is going forward. 


A visit to the camp without joining the 


men at its hospitable board would be 
hardly complete, and of course the writer 
stayed to supper. The supply of well 
cooked food was bountiful and the baked 
beans, fried potatoes, fresh fish from the 
reservoir, vegetables, bread and butter, 
coffee and other good things were so 
tempting and toothsome that one for the 
time being could look upon the clothless 
table and tin dishes as a most luxurious 
outfit. Whoever has not eaten a supper 
like this in camp on-a pleasant summer 
evening need not flatter himself that he 
has tasted all the sweets of life. 


The views from Camp Emerick are 


magnificent. Old Greylock is in plain 
sight and the hills and peaks on either 
side of the valley, with the reservoir, 
which from this points looks like a 
majestic river, forms a picture not easily 
excelled in beauty and grandeur. That 
visit LO Camp Emerick and the hospitable 
reception extended by Mr. Haskins and 
his men, and even by the dogs and goats, 
which quickly established intimate and 
friendly relations with the newcomer, will 
not soon be forgotten. 


THE FUTURE NORTH ADAMS. 


The Divine In the Commonplace Talked 


About by Rev. Mr. Penney. 


Rev. F. D. Penney preached last night 


the first of a series of sermons on "The 
Future North Adams." The topic of it 
was "The Divine in the Commonplace; or 
a City Wherein Dwelleth Righteousness." 
He chose his text from Acti 21 and 39, "a 
citizen of no mean city." His discourse 
was short and contained much that should 
be given serious thought. He dwelt 
mainly upon the acceptance of the teach- 
ings of the Bible as the rule of life. In 
part he said, every person of every hour of 
every day is interested in the character of 
the town in which he lives. Few subjects 
interest us as the statue of our new city. 
The attributes of divinity are love, holi- 
ness, mercy, justice, etc., and by the 
commonplace we mean those things 
that are 
ordinary. The every day 


things 
of 
life 
are 
commonplace 


The problem for every one of usis how can 
we become co-factors with God? We can 
so become for Christianity is an applica- 
ble things of life." The real question, he 
considered, was the position of the church 
in the new city. He said that underneath 
men's progress was not man's reason, but 
the supernatural touch of religion. 
He 


set forth the Bible as a guide and said 
there is a peculiar unity of life in this 
community; there is not a town so situ- 
ated to develop a peculiar community life. 
It is the duty of all to cultivate the Christ 
spirit. If it were cultivated the Sabbath 
would be restored to its old New England 
sacredness and the national holidays 
would be properly observed. Then we 
would have a model community. He 
spoke of the church in the evangelic sense 
and showed that in the recent past when 
there was little work and little to occupy 
the 
mind 
that 
there 
was 
a 


large 
in-gathering of souls, but he 


thought that such an important question 
as salvation should not be suppressed by 
the thoughts of material things. 
He 


thought there should be some place in the 
town where the industrial system of get- 
ting food for work could be put in prac- 
tice for the 
benefit 
of unfortunates.

you and I must do it. He stated that in 
the new city there should be kept as near 
as possible a constant revival spirit. His 
faith in the church is so great that he 
believes that, if properly planned, a move- 
ment could begin that, even within the 
present busy week, there would be great 
signs of a religions revival. 
It is just as 


true as the sun will rise tomorrow, said 
he, that in the change from the old Demo- 
cratic form of government to the new 
that, if it is made as it has been in some 
cities, our general opportunities will be 
nipped in the bud. The sermon was lis- 
tened to very attentively by a large audi- 
dence. Its thought was made more clear 
by the telling of some personal experi- 
ences of which Mr. Penney has a great 
fund of stories. 


SERMON TO CHILDREN. 


Rev. A. B. Church Discusses Some Very 


Important Things. 


Rev. A. B. Church began yesterday the 


preaching of evening sermons principally 
for the young people and children. A 
special program of music had been ar- 
ranged and the service was very enjoyable. 
There was a very good attendance and 
seemingly much interest taken in the 
thoughtful sermon. Mr. Church took his 
text from second Thessalonians, 3 and 10, 
"If any will not workneither let him eat." 
He spoke of thrift and denned it as the 
taking care of one's self, being independ- 
ent. In this respect he mentioned the 
quality of being useful to others. A per- 
son cannot be thrifty unless of value to 
society and useful to his fellows. Children, 
he held, were rightly dependent, but 
grown up people could not be so. Here 
he made no distinction between rich and 
poor. He believes the rich should labor 
also, that they should do something to 
make themselves valuable to the world. 
He considered the questions that would 
naturally present themselves. What would 
I like to do ? What am I able to do 1 Pur- 
suing these he found that to the national 
mind these would be answered, "What I 
am able to do that I like to do." 
Children 


begin their preparation for life in the 
home and the value of right teaching 
there was pointed out. Mr. Church spoke 
also of the moral qualities, of which he 
mentioned first "punctuality." He re- 
lated a story illustrating the virtue of this 
quality. Two men had lived in a com- 
munity; one had the opportunities of 
wealth, the other was poor. In after 
years they met. The man with the lesser 
opportunities was then the richer, the 
other was shabby. To the question how 
he came to be as he was the shabby man 
replied, "The idea, time enough yet." 
Another moral quality discussed was 
"Honesty." In speaking of this quality 
Mr. Church showed his detest for some 
tricks in trade that are called honest. He 
condemned these and upheld only useful 
industry. In regard to the value of tricks 
he related the story of the unsuccessful 
box that had so many tricks and the suc- 
cessful cat that had only one.

made an indult whereby the bishops of 
the different dioceses may issue dispensa- 
tions for a limited time to the laboring ! 
people from the obligation of abstinence. 
In accordance with this Bishop Beaven 
has issued a circular declaring that the 
laboring people of the pari&hes in the 
Springfield diocese are released from the 
conscientious obligation of abstaining 
from the use of flesh meat at any time , 
except on the Fridays of the year, Ash 
Wednesday, Holy Week and the Vigil of 
Christmas. This action of the pope was 
taken because it was felt that the burden 
of denial on the poor was too hard.

the Church street neighborhood in the 
vicinity of Miss F. A. Burlingame's home.^ 
The bird has been arriving there early* 
every morning of late to get food. Its 
coming generally awoke all sleepers near 
and frightened the pigeons.

Perhaps there is no such thingasa short 


sermon any more than there is a square 
circle, and perhaps it's not the business of 
the press to presume to plead for a thing 
that cannot be. But a man died in a 
Chicago church yesterday of pure exhaus- 
tion. AVhen death is the result of \vhit- 
ever social evil i however Christian in its 
intent i—be it death from vdnd-on-the-e-ir 
or another cause, it is a proper subject 
for editorial comment. 
Fearing the Cl i- 


cago papers would not venture to CO! i- 
ment a.-, they should on this untune y ' 
death of one of her eiti/cns, the TRAX- , 
SCRIPT feels that a word strictly to Chi- 
cago and its preachers with no po.ssib e 
idea of local Massachusetts application! j 
would not be out of order.

I 
ly quit going to church altogether and | 
welcomes the few chances he gets tostick ] 
his editorial elbows into the short (and gen- 
erally invulnerable i ribs of his ininisterisil j 
brother. But before beginning this peril- 
ous excursion into the land of pulpit criti- 
cism, where many an editor's bones lie 
bleaching on polemic battle-fields, we r< - 
iterate that all things here writ havestrict 
reference to Chicago. 
Otherwise, the 


editor would deem it best that his summer 
vacation to far away Alaska begin before 
night. 


Now, how did this Chicago man prob- 


ably die? We venture that the coroner'.-, 
jury will give in a verdict something like 
this. Mr. Blank went to church Sundaj 
morning in apparently good health ; be- 
fore going he said: "The minister ought 
to have good sense enough this hot day to 
preach a short sermon; if he don't I'll 
never go again." That was where he was 
right, but how awfully he got fooled in 
his judgment of the minister's good sense. 
The first half-hour's exercise of getting up 
and sitting down, and responsive reading, 
made a noticeable increase in the number 
(u'liis pulse beats; frte perspiration set 
i::; a missici.aiy report of length caused 
more perspiration and more pulse beats; 
inability to express his pent up feelings 
and discomfiture at the longopening exer- 
cises caused K rush of blood to the head 
and resulted in more rapid heart action 
with dangerous fluttering of that organ. 
Mr. Blank was probably in a towering J 
rage when the longer than usual long 
prayer was reached, and the strain on his 
system to keep up a decorous exterior and 
a pious face was the beginning of the end. 
The sermon began. It ran on firstly, 
secondly, thirdly to about twenliethly, 
though Mr. Blank probably never com- 
prehended beyond thirteenthly. At fifthly 
bis head dropped on his breast, but it was 
not noticed by those about him who were 
sleeping or unconsciously nodding. A 
small boy who was kept awake by a 
sromach ache noticed the time when the 
poor victim's head lopped over. 
This ' 


boy's further evidence is that this was the 
last movement on Mr. Blank's part, ex- 
cept a look of torture in his face as be 
once gasped, "Stop, my dear preacher, or 
I die." And died. Died of misplaced 
confidence in the length of the sermon 
complicated by an acute attack of wind- 
on-the-ear. 


The jury will probibly further recom- 


mend that sermons henceforth be concise, 
logical and unpadded. That the audi- 
ence be left with one good, clear-cut 
thought on some topic and be allowed to 
go, and that the city authorities pass a 
resolution against any reference to the 
"purpling peaks," and "sun-lit vales," 
aad "rugged crests," and "purpling rills," 
aad "rock-ribbed hills," and "twittering I 
chickadees" of the Berkshire hills that j 
do i't suiround the windy city. 


But in simple earnest, the editor be- 


lieves that Mr. Bok of the Ladies' Home 
Journal never spoke a truer word than 
when lie recently said in a magazine: 
that loi:g sermons are the cause of 
the half of the church being absent and 
the distress of the half that is present. 
And 
Shakespeare 
bears 
evidence 


when he says, "brevity is the soul of 
wit." 


Lastly, we again emphasize that this is 


meant for Chicago only. 


CUBAN ANNEXATION. 


Great interest and sympathy is being 


aroused in the United States in behalf of 
the Cuban patriots now struggling against 
the tyranny and cruelty of Spanish colon- 
ial government. And with this feeling 
comes the question of Cuba's annexation 
to the United States. 


If Cuba was the gem of the Antilles be- 


fore there was any thought of canal com- 
municaticn between the oceans, she is 
doubly so today; and Spain will neither sell 
Cuba to the United States nor permit the 
Cubans to gain their independence with- 
out the active assistance of this country. I 
More than forty years ago the spirit of 
annexation ~v\as prevalent, and in the 
Baltimore Democratic presidential con- | 
vention of 1S52 there were many sympa- i 
thizers with Cuban 
independence or | 


Cuban annexation, which we have come 
to 
understand 
means 
pretty 
much 


the same thing; and Franklin Pierce, 
when he was nominated was understood 
to side with this view of the situation. 
But Cuba {neither gained her indepen- 
dence, nor much favor officially from 


this government. Later, in 1S86, when 
negotiations for the possession, by pur- 
chase, of the beautiful and important 
island of St. Thomas from Denmark 
were under consideration, Mr. Seward, 
then secretary of state, offered five mil- 
lion dollars in gold, which proposition 
was finally accepted, and it would have 
been a desirable property at that price, 
but after all the details had been agreed 
upon the Congress refused to vote the 
necessary funds wherewith to pay for 
the title deed. 


There are some strong reasons against 


annexing CuBa. Many of her people are 
tin-American; her position is South 
American and might involve us in trouble- 
some disputes in that direction; the 
people are not fit for self-government, 
and the management of the island would 
be a constant source of vexation, if not 
of danger. 


But on the other hand, many men of 


great insight and statesmanship 
hold 


strongly that Cuba should become an 
American possession. Froude, the Eng- 
lish historian, says: 
-'The opinion in 


Cuba was, and is, that America is the resi- 
duary legatee of^all the islands, Spanish 
and English equally, and that she will be 
forced to take charge of them, in the end 
whether she likes it or not. Spain governs 
unjustly and corruptly; The Cubans will 
not rest until they are free from her, and 
if once independent they will throw them- 
selves upon American protection." 


Col. Free S. Grant, speaking of this mat- 


ter said: I am a believer in an aggressive 
policy always on the part of the United 
States." 


Congressman Sulzer of New York has 


expressed his opinion: "Cuba will and 
must be free from the Spanish yoke and 
the island ultimately ours by purchase, 
annexation or by conquest. 
I believe 


Cuba belongs to us by right and is essen 
tial to our preservation and continental 
supremacy." 


Hon. Frederick R. Coudert, whose ex- 


perience in international complications 
makes his views particularly interesting 
has said: "While I believe that as a gen- 
eral proposition we have all the territory 
that we need and more than v.'e can at 
present take proper care of, I am willing 
to make an exception for this, the gem of 
the Antilles." 


These opinions and considerations, com- 


ing from so high authority, must at least 
raise the question as to whether there is 
not room on the American flag for another 
star that shall stand for the state of Cuba, 
U. S. A.

During 
the same period England, Germany and 
France bought of Japan but 167,000,000 
yen, and sold her goods to the value of 
317,000,000 yen. That Japan has gained 
much by the cordial sentiments and busi- 
ness interests of our people is most appar- 
ent.

tion of school superintendents in this 
vicinity.
